Oswald, 

I took an affidavit froa Krs. Paine. In it one Btatod when sbe first BSt 

said 

the Oswalds and the different tines she saw tVen. Rbe also/that Oswald had 
spent Thursday night at her house (See affidavit)* 

Loo Oswald's Bother and brother came in while I was taking the affidavit. 
I took the affidavit, and Capt. rrit« asked sie to take these Foopl* hotw. .Lt. 
yc Kinney went with ae on this trip. Oswald's aiother also vent with ut to ' 
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V.TB, Palne's houso. Ve tooV these people hone and returned to the office 
at ahout lOiOO PK. At aVout HiOO TV I talked to Oswald for ahont 15 ' 
Tainutes In Capt. Frltz'e office, tet, t. D, Nontgosery was also present 
at that tine, Oswald would not nentlcn anythinp atout the President's or 
Officer Tippit's murder. I stayed at work until aboat 2«00 AX. 

On Saturday, SoTesfcer 23, 1963, I reported for duty at lOtOO AK. At 
about 111 30 AH Detectives Boss, StOTsll, Kooro, and oyeolf loft the offio* 
to go to Mrs. Paine' s houco in Irving for a Bore contplste search (Ses 
Detective Poea's report). 

Ve cares back to tha office at a'bout LtOO PH. At about SiCO PM, Capt. 
Priti told r.et. Koore and no to bring Kichael Paine in and take an affidavit 
fron hlB. Ve went by tha Irvlnr Police Station and took Det, John A. Kc Cab« 
of the Irving City Police Dopartnont to the houos at ??15 Vest Fifth with us. 
Va took Kr. Paine bock to U-,e Pallas Police StaUon with us. At about 9i30 
TK, I took an affidavit from Kr. Paine, In it ha told about seeing the blanket 
in which the rifle was wrapped in his pirafse a few times previous to the 
assassination (See affidavit). After finlAing, I ended tour of duty. 
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
